An announcement concerning the Conservation Commission being corrected from an 
elected position to an appointed position was read and that the correction would be 
completed by March 20, 2006. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 1 was acted upon during the hours of 11:00 am until the polls were declared 
closed at 6:00 pm. 


The Moderator, Philip Clark opened the polls at eleven o’clock in the morning and they 
were Closed at 6:00 o’clock in the evening in said Town Hall.

Section 604: Height 


Section 604:1: Authority and Purpose. The Town of Lyman, being a beautiful 
pastoral town filled with unspoiled ridgelines and pristine views, seeks to 
preserve the scenic and aesthetic values of the Town. The primary objective of 
this section is to preserve Lyman’s rural character and to protect its scenic 
views from visual pollution by providing that development be carried out in a 
way that is visually unobtrusive to the greatest extent reasonably practicable 
while permitting the landowner to exercise his/her property rights. 


Section 604:2: Height Standard. No structure erected on any lot shall exceed 
35 feet in height as measured from the highest point of the roof to the average 
elevation of the finished grade within 20 feet of the structure on the uphill side. 
Farm buildings, TV and radio antennas are excluded from this restriction. 
(Recommended by Planning Board as written) (Inserted by Petition)

Moved by Robert Chenevert and seconded by William Smith. 


Selectman, James Trudell, spoke on this item. He introduced himself and the other 
selectmen, Betty Ann Emerson and Steve Moscicki. Jim Trudell presented the Profit and 
Loss Budget Overview from January through December 2005. He stated that as a result 
of the Budget Meeting the Administrative Assistant’s salary was the same as in 2005, the 
cemeteries were increased to $5,000, the hourly wages for the Supervisors of the 
Checklist increased from $7 to $8 dollars per hour and the new Town Clerk/Tax 
Collector’s salary was $20,534. Also, the Bookkeeper went up a bit, the auditors are 
under contract, the assessors are up due to an unpaid bill the Town has at around $3000 
plus a contract for approximately $5500. The Treasurer and total postage increased from 
$25,510 to $33,895. Attorney fees were decreased. Professional services for the 
Planning Board are up because they are working on a Master Plan. The Zoning Board 
has decreased professional services. The Town Offices budget has increased mainly due 
to heat and electricity although $5,000 was budgeted to separate the offices to increase 
safety. The cemeteries were discussed at the Budget Hearing and it was decided they all 
need clearing and cleaning so that amount was increased. Also, municipal dues were 
increased and nothing was budgeted for civil defense. He worked it out to about $.75 per 
thousand for all warrant articles combined. 


Robert Chenevert asked for a breakdown on the Health Agency category. They have 
increased from $950 last year to $1550 this year broken down as follows: $500 to North 
Country Home Health, $300 to Grafton County Senior Citizens, $500 to Community 
Action Program, $150 to White Mountain Mental Health and $100 to Hospice of 
Littleton. 


Bill Smith asked about the new dam and that it looked like a safety concern. James 
Trudell said they are working with the designer and the State who say any kind of cover 
may impede water flow but they are still looking into it for safety’s sake. 


Mark Chain asked if there was any money left unspent on Article 2. Jim said no but there 
was $10,000 from the road budget. Mark Chain asked if that went back into the road 
budget for this year and Jim said yes it did. 


Beth Hubbard asked about the library category at $300 and said that Lisbon Library 
asked for $1,000 since Lyman has approximately 185 card holders. Jim Trudell said the 
Selectmen could take that under consideration. Frada Kaplan said she would also 
appreciate if the Selectmen would consider keeping the Hospice rate at $150. 


Voted in Affirmative. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $313,283 
for maintenance, expenses, salaries, supplies and equipment for the Highway Department 
for the ensuing year. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by Selectmen)

Highway Maintenance .............. 216,025.00 


Moved by Daniel Simpson and seconded by Celine Presby. 


Jim Trudell said the Town currently has no Road Agent so they are doing many extensive 
interviews. The Selectmen’s intentions are to grade all the roads in Lyman and then to 
ditch, create culverts and grade Skinny Ridge first. Then do the same at Hurd Hill Road, 
and with whatever is left over, go to spots in the rest of the town. Then they will go back 
and re-grade. Jeff Wheeler asked if there is a plan to repave Skinny Ridge Road. James 
Trudell said no, it would cost so much that we are, at this time, trying to make it a really 
good gravel road. Setting up a formal highway commission was discussed. It was 
decided that those interested should attend a selectmen’s meeting. 


Voted in Affirmative. 


(The elected officials from Article 1 were announced at this point in the meeting as the 
ballot counting could not be completed before meeting time.) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of sixteen 
thousand dollars ($16,000.00) to be added as shown below to the Capital Reserve Funds 
previously established. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Highway Equipment Fund......... $15,000.00 
Property Tax Revaluation Fund.... 5,000.00 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Donna Trudell. 


Jim Trudell gave his plan for equipment replacement. We had $15,000 left in the fund 
from 2005. Jim proposed getting a one-ton dump truck in 2006 with the $25,000 
appropriated and buying nothing in 2007, 2008 or 2009. Then, in 2010 replacing the six 
wheeler dump truck,, buying a backhoe in 2013, a front-end loader in 2015, replacing the 
six-wheeler dump truck in 2019 and buying a replacement grader in 2025 at $150,000. 
So, he said, every year (2007, 2008 and 2009) we would appropriate $25,000 to put 
toward a six wheeler dump truck in 2010 @ $100,000 and then we go on to a backhoe. 
The choice of whether to purchase a backhoe or whether to purchase a one-ton and which 
will be most beneficial will be looked at by the Selectmen. 


Voted in Affirmative. 


ARTICLE 5. Shall the Town establish a Capital Reserve Fund for Future Land 
Acquisition for the purpose of purchasing or leasing property as a source of road 
maintenance material and vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen thousand 
dollars ($15,000.00) for this said purpose. Selectmen are agents to expend. (Majority 
vote required) (Recommended by Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Robert Gaffney. 


Jim Trudell explained that the land purchase would be so Lyman could have a gravel pit. 
Kathy Wohlleb asked if they had a parcel of land in mind. Jim said no, they are looking. 
Jonathan Linowes asked if we would need equipment for a gravel pit. Jim said they are 
looking into it and that they had a quote on a portable crusher, loaders, etc. 


Voted in Affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6. Shall we modify the elderly exemptions from property taxes for all those 
who qualify under RSA 72:39-a&b as follows: 


Age Range Current Exemption Modified Exemption 
65-75 10,000 20,000 
75-80 20,000 30,000 
80+ 30,000 40,000 


If approved, these amounts would take effect on April 1, 2006. 
Moved by Terry Simpson and seconded by Celine Presby. 


Jim said the consensus at the Budget Hearing was in favor of increasing the amounts. It 
currently affects four people in town. Jeff Wheeler asked what is the total impact? Jim 
said it probably amounts to $1,700 or approximately $1.7 cents per thousand per 
taxpayer. Terry Simpson explained this exemption amount comes off the assessed value 
of a person’s property. It is also based on income. There were several statements about 
qualifications being too stringent. Jim stated that these are designed to help the elderly 
but not to cut the tax base. Selectman Steve Moscicki said this was dictated by the State 
and the State RSA laws. He said that the town Selectmen are doing all they can do 
within the state guidelines and people should call their state representatives. 


Voted in Affirmative. 


ARTICLE 7. To raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-four thousand dollars 
($24,000.00) for the purchase of a vehicle for the Highway Department with Eleven 
thousand dollars ($11,000.00) coming from fund balance and Thirteen thousand dollars 
($13,000.00) to be withdrawn from the Lyman Highway Capital Reserve Fund. 
$11,000.00 represents insurance proceeds received in the prior year. (Majority vote 
required) (Recommended by Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Rosemary Colombi. 


$13,000 remains in the fund from last year plus $11,000 from insurance on the wrecked 
dump truck and $15,000 appropriated this year in Article 4 totals $39,000 in the Lyman 
Highway Capital Reserve Fund. Jim Trudell hopes that the Town will amend the annual 
$15,000 put into the Highway Fund each year to $25,000 in future years. 


Voted in Affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8. To transact any other business that may legally come before the Meeting. 


Jim Trudell announced that the 2" annual Dodge Pond Day will be Saturday, March 18" 
from 11 am — 4 pm.

He also said that writing a grant for obtaining fire apparatus was mentioned at the Budget 
Hearing and this is something to look into. Someone brought up Lyman’s past vote on 
this matter. 


Robert Chenevert asked about the Auditor’s Report in the Annual Report. Betty Ann 
Emerson said that Administrative Assistant, Amy Baker, had discovered a mistake from 
2-3 years ago and that the Auditors want her to correct it. Robert said he was concerned 
we were not following government accounting guidelines started in 1999 and suggested 
in 2004. Jim Trudell said he will check on this and post the answer on the bulletin board 
for all interested. 


Celine Presby made a statement about a road committee being formed in the past that 
could not get anything accomplished because things were pushed aside and she hopes the 
new selectmen will actually get things done. Mary Ruppert wanted to recommend a 
Highway Commission actually be formed this year and not just discussed. Jim Trudell 
welcomed this at the next Selectman’s meeting. 


Daniel Simpson asked if there was any legitimate reason why the Administrative 
Assistant, as a paid representative of the Town, was not at the Town meeting. Jim 
Trudell said she is not required to attend. 


The petition to the State regarding the situation on state roads (Parker Hill and Clough 
Hill) and their need for repair was mentioned. Mark Chain provided the petition in an 
effort to obtain some action. 


There was a question about the “Lyman Lookout” website and whether it was an official 
Town of Lyman website. No, it is not and the town does not pay for it. They questioned 
who was actually overseeing the website. Jim Trudell said it was run independently by 
Sandra Moscick1. 


Philip Clark called for any other discussion of new business. There was none so he made 
a motion to adjourn the meeting. This was seconded by many. The Town Meeting of 
2006 was closed at 8:45 pm.

Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 2006 


The Town borrowed one sum of $400,000.00 from Woodsville Guaranty Savings Bank at 
the interest rate of 3.50% per annum. This Tax Anticipation Note was issued on May 15, 
2006 and was due to be paid back on December 27, 2006. The Town paid this note off 
on December 19" in the amount of $406,454.84 and saved $2,213.65 in interest charges. 
The Town borrowed an additional $150,000.00 from Woodsville Guaranty Savings Bank 
at the interest rate of 3.50% per annum. This Tax Anticipation Note was issued on 
October 2, 2006 and repaid on December 11, 2006 in the amount of $150,690.40 and 
saved $546.58 in interest charges. 


The Town’s General Fund account with the NH Deposit Investment Pool earned 
$3,216.21 in interest. The account balance as of December 31, 2006 is $96,897.74. 
Interest rates varied from 3.95% to 5.01%. 


The Lyman Housing Improvement Program account earned $391.44 in interest bringing 
the current balance to $15,790.28. 


The Dodge Pond Dam Preservation account had $936.87 and paid out $511.37 for water 
testing and rope and buoys bringing the current balance to $430.16. 


I decided this year that I would include a line item in regards to what we paid from 
January 1, 2006 through December 31, 2006 for the Lisbon Regional School District - 
$645,961.00.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Lyman 
Lyman, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, 
each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Lyman as 
of and for the year ended December 31, 2006, which collectively comprise the Town’s 
basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are 
the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express opinions 
on the financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the 
United States of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit 
provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


The government-wide statement of net assets does not include any of the Town’s capital 
assets nor the accumulated depreciation on those assets, and the government-wide 
statement of activities does not include depreciation expense related to those assets. 
These amounts have not been determined. Therefore, in our opinion, the financial 
statements referred to above do not present fairly the respective financial position of the 
government activities of the Town of Lyman at December 31, 2006, and the respective 
changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with 
accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


Also, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the respective financial position of each major fund and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Lyman as of December 31, 2006, and the 
respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity 
with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


As described in Note 2, as of January 1, 2006, the Town has implemented a new financial 
reporting model, as required by the provisions of the Governmental Accounting 
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Standards Board Statement No. 34, Basic Financial Statements - and Management’s 
Discussion and Analysis - for State and Local Governments. 


The budgetary comparison information is not a required part of the basic financial 
statements, but is supplementary information required by accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited procedures, 
which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of 
measurement and presentation of the required supplementary information. However, we 
did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. 


The Town of Lyman has not presented a management’s discussion and analysis that 
accounting principals generally accepted in the United States of America have 
determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic 
financial statements. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements 
that collectively comprise the Town of Lyman’s basic financial statements. The 
combining and individual fund statements are presented for purposes of additional 
analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. They have been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements, 
and in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic 
financial statements taken as a whole.

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INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S COMMUNICATION OF 
CONTROL DEFICIENCIES AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Lyman 
Lyman, New Hampshire 


In planning and reporting our audit of the financial statements of the Town of Lyman as 
of and for the year ended December 31, 2006, in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America, we considered the Town of Lyman’s 
internal control over financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our 
auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements, 
but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town of 
Lyman’s internal control. 


Our consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the 
preceding paragraph and would not necessarily identify all deficiencies or material 
weaknesses. However, as discussed below, we identified a deficiency in internal control 
that we consider to be a material weakness. 


A control deficiency exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow 
management or employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, 
to prevent or detect misstatements on a timely basis. A significant deficiency is a control 
deficiency, or combination of control deficiencies, that adversely affects the Town of 
Lyman’s ability to initiate, authorize, record, process or report financial data reliably in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles such that there is more than a 
remote likelihood that a misstatement of the Town of Lyman’s financial statements that is 
more than inconsequential will not be prevented or detected by the Town of Lyman’s 
internal control. 


A material weakness is a significant deficiency, or combination of significant 
deficiencies, that results in more than a remote likelihood that a material misstatement of 
the financial statements will not be prevented or detected by the Town of Lyman’s 
internal control. We believe that the following deficiency constitute a material weakness. 


Capital Assets 


The Town has not reported its capital assets and associated accumulated depreciation or 
annual depreciation expense. We recommend that the Town capitalize all its capital 
assets so that it can present complete financial statements in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 
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Uninsured Town Funds 


At December 31, 2006, the Town had deposits of $130,309 that were not insured by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation (FDIC) or collateralized with securities. 


We recommend that the Town establish a policy for the investment of public funds in 
compliance with the provisions of the applicable New Hampshire statutes, and that the 
policy address credit risk, concentration of credit risk, interest rate risk, and foreign 
currency risk, which now require disclosure in the financial statements. 


This communication is intended solely for the information and use of management, the 
board of selectmen, others within the organization, and state and federal agencies, and is 
not intended to be and should not be used by anyone other than these specified parties.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


This year has brought about many changes in the Town of Lyman. Many new faces have 
come and gone within the offices held, and many new residents have appeared on the 
Lyman landscape. With all of these changes, both inside and outside the town building, 
we have all had to do a great deal of adjusting. 


One of our biggest changes in Lyman, which has not been hard to adjust to, has taken 
place on the numerous gravel roads in town. Our new road agent, Art Wessels, and his 
assistant, Scott Stuart, have done a magnificent job reclaiming some of our less-than- 
acceptable dirt roads. 13,000 yards of crushed gravel have been laid down on Skinny 
Ridge, Hurd Hill and various other roads in Lyman. They are in the best condition they 
have been in for many years. In addition, the calctum chloride that has been sprayed onto 
the roads has significantly reduced the number of potholes and the amount of dust that is 
in the air. 


10,000 more yards of gravel are expected to be placed on Pettyboro Road and Ash Hill 
Road in the upcoming year. More calcium chloride will be sprayed to be sure the roads 
remain in good shape. Roadside mowing 1s also expected to take place this summer. 


Donna Clark, Celine Presby and Carol Messner have all done a great job keeping things 
running smoothly within the town offices. The three of them have had to undergo a 
significant amount of change, and through all of the changes they have managed to keep 
things operating efficiently. 


In addition, the Board of Selectmen has been quite fortunate to have great people 
working on all the various boards that are needed to effectively run the Town of Lyman. 
The Planning Board deserves a special mention as they have worked numerous hours, 
and continue to revise a Master Plan for the Town of Lyman. 


With the continued commitment and support from Lyman town residents, we plan to 
continue working on the roads while maintaining an acceptable tax rate.

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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


Id like to thank the residents and taxpayers for their support and show of appreciation for 
this first year of working for the Town of Lyman. 


Work completed in 2006 


The major project this year was ditching and resurfacing Skinny Ridge Road & 
Hurd Hill Road. With this project we placed 9,000 yards of *%4” crushed gravel 
between both roads. 

On Under The Mountain Road off of Skinny Ridge, we placed 1,200 ft of fabric 
and laid down 1,300 yards of %4” crushed gravel. 

Replaced 8 culverts and repaired or extended several others. 

Ditching - Quebec Road was completed along with sections of Ogontz, Dodge 
Pond, Moulton Hill and Under The Mountain Roads. 

We moved the two fuel tanks from the Town Hall to the Town Garage, 
eliminating the need to shuttle fuel and equipment. 

After having an inspection of the Town Garage, numerous safety items were 
purchased and added to the garage to make it compliant with State safety codes. 
With the purchase of the calcium chloride dispensing system the gravel roads, 
when treated, will have a surface that will produce less dust, pot holes and the 
need for constant grading. They will also retain the gravel that would be lost 
with out chloride (estimated to be | inch a year). 


Projects for 2007 


The plan for this year is to ditch and resurface the following roads - Pettyboro, 
Ash Hill, Moulton Hill, Brook and Ogontz. This will include placing 10,000 
yards of material and replacing several culverts. 

We are working on having the road side mowing done this year in July or 
August. Last year the contractor the town has used in the past could not service 
our town until October (due to equipment break downs) which we felt was too 
late in the season. 

The Town has been and will continue pursuing all avenues to have the State of 
New Hampshire upgrade Pettyboro Road and Clough Hill Road so that the town 
can maintain these roads during winter operations safely and efficiently.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of 
wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside 
burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local Fire Department or DES at 1-800- 
498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For 
more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or 
online at www.nhdfl.org. 





Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2006 fire season, with red-flag 
conditions issued by the National Weather Service and extreme fire danger in many 
sections of the state. The largest forest fire during this period occurred in late April and 
burned 98 acres. The extremely dry conditions in spring resulted in over twice the 
amount of acreage burned than in all of 2005. Our statewide system of fire lookout 
towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface 
damaged 6 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org.

Hunt. We provide funds towards eyeglasses and hearing equipment for local community 
members who are in need. In the spring, we will be putting up our new flagpole at the 
Lions Club Community Field.

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NORTHERN HUMAN SERVICES 
WHITE MOUNTAIN MENTAL HEALTH AND 
COMMON GROUND 
2006 Director’s Report 


This year White Mountain Mental Health has provided 55.25 hours of outpatient mental 
health services to 9 Lyman residents who were either uninsured or underinsured. 


The number of people accessing all of our services has increased. This year we have 
particularly noted a rise in calls to our 24-hour emergency service. At least one clinician 
is occupied full-time every day handling unscheduled emergency situations, and both a 
clinician and a psychiatrist are on-call nights and weekends to support local residents and 
local emergency rooms. The increase in night and weekend contacts has been particularly 
notable; a 21% increase over 2005. 


As citizens of a town from whom we request financial support, you may wonder who 
uses our services and how your money is spent. Here are some examples: 
e A 42-year-old woman referred by to us by emergency room physician 
when no physical cause was found to explain her intense headaches. 
She has no health insurance. 
e <A 7-year-old child who constantly disrupts the class with his outbursts. 
His parents are in the process of divorcing. 
A young woman whose husband was wounded in Iraq. 
e A 16-year-old boy brought to the hospital after attempting suicide when 
his girlfriend broke up with him. 
e <A 21-year-old college student, who suddenly began hearing voices, 
became very paranoid and was unable to finish the semester. 
e A family with a severely developmentally disabled child for whom we 
provide funds for periodic respite. 


None of these people would have received services if we did not exist. None were able to 
pay for private care. 


Perhaps you or your family have benefited from our services. We are the “safety net” for 
North Country residents who are uninsured or underinsured. The good news is that our 
towns support us to allow their residents to access services that are provided by highly 
competent mental health professionals at a fraction of the full cost. Additionally, our 
developmental services program, Common Ground, provides homes, jobs and support to 
more than 100 persons with a developmental disability. 


As always, we thank you for continuing to help us make these services available.

North Country Home Health & Hospice Agency has been meeting the home health and 
hospice needs of the North Country since 1971. 


Our Home Care Program provides skilled and supportive care services such as nurses, 
therapists, social workers, home health aides, and homemakers and makes it possible for 
hundreds of people a year to continue to remain in their homes. In 2006 we traveled 
249,408 miles to provide 25,754 visits to the residents in our 21-Town services area. 


Our Hospice Program provides skilled and supportive services as well as, paying for 
medication for symptom relief, medical supplies, and equipment. We also pay for short 
term hospitalization and in-patient respite care, counseling and pastoral support. Our 
Compassionate Care Program provides limited amounts of free skilled care to those 
living with a life-limiting illness who do not have insurance or are under-insured. 
Volunteer services have previously been contracted through the Hospice of the Littleton 
Area. The two Agencies are in the process of merging due to the belief that by doing so, 
we will be able to create an even stronger program of hospice and palliative care for our 
communities. 


North Country Home Health and Hospice relies on Town support and individual 
donations to help underwrite the cost of providing home and hospice care to people with 
limited or no health insurance. We have been grateful for your support of our work in this 
community and look forward to working with you to meet the home care and hospice 
needs of the residents of Lyman.

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ROSS AMBULANCE SERVICE 


Thank you for the opportunity to serve the Town of Lyman in 2006. Ross Ambulance 
Service responded to 1492 calls for service in 2006. Calls in Lyman represent about 1% 
of this total at 12. Of the 12 calls for service 4 calls did not result in a patient transport. 


In addition to responding for people who require transport to the hospital we standby for 
firefighters at major fires and assist people in their homes when called. We also provide 
members of the community with CPR training. We are a ride site for E.M.T. students at 
all levels. We also provide internship and job shadow opportunities for the allied health 
program and the Hugh J. Gallen Vocational Center. 


Providing educational opportunities to new and future E.M.T.s is very important to us for 
many reasons. For an E.M.T. to respond with a Ross Ambulance he or she must be 
knowledgeable, skilled and experienced. The knowledge and skills can be learned in a 
classroom; however, the experience to use them well is best gained from experienced 
providers. 


One of the best ways for experienced providers to stay current in a constantly changing 
field is to teach. Reviewing the step by step process of skills learned many years ago 
coupled with discussing the latest study, procedure or product make the E.M.T-.s that 
work here some of the very best in the area. 


Our average response time in 2006 remained about the same as 2005 at just under 90 
seconds. Most daytime responses are under 1 minute and most night time responses are 2 
to 3 minutes. Response time is the time it takes for an ambulance to start driving to a call 
for service after the crew has been notified of the call. 


We also continue to be an active member of the NH Department of Safety’s Interfacility 
Transfer Taskforce. In a rural setting such as ours the ability to transfer patients to 
specialty care facilities quickly is nearly as important as the ability to respond to those 
patients’ 911 calls for help. It is the goal of the taskforce to ensure that patients in our 
region and throughout the state receive treatment and transportation to specialty care in a 
timely manner. We have made great strides in this area locally and hope to further 
improve the service we provide to local patients in the coming year. 


Once again we would like to thank you for choosing Ross Ambulance Service as your 
ambulance provider in 2006.

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LYMAN DOG POLICY 


(Adopted by the Board of Selectmen 1-11-99) 


As required by RSA 466:1, all dogs are to be licensed by April 30™ of each year. A 
current rabies vaccination certificate must be presented at time of licensing. If requesting 
the reduced fee for a neutered animal, verification of neutering/spaying is required. The 
month of May is a grace period. However, any owner of a dog not licensed by June 1%, 
under RSA 466:13, is required to pay civil forfeiture to the Town of Lyman within 96 
hours of the date and time notice is given. Any person who fails to pay the forfeiture 
within the allotted amount of time will be issued a summons to District Court. At the 
time that the forfeiture is paid, the dog owner will also be required to obtain a license for 
the dog(s). Pursuant to RSA 466:1 and RSA 466:4, a current rabies vaccination, and if 
requesting the lower neutered license fee, either spaying or neutering certificate is 
required. Owner is responsible for maintaining these documents in his/her possession. 
There is a $1/month late charge after June 1“ as well as the forfeiture fee. All costs and 
fees for certified mailing will be paid by the fined dog owner. 


RSA 31:1 (a)-(g) defines dogs that are a menace, a nuisance or vicious. 


Lyman does have a leash law. The Town of Lyman at a “special election” held on 
November 4, 1980, adopted RSA 466:30-a, “Dog Control Law.” “Notwithstanding any 
other provisions of this chapter, it shall be unlawful for any dog to run at large, except 
when accompanied by the owner or custodian, and when used for hunting, herding, 
supervised competition and exhibition or training for such. For the purpose of this 
section, ‘accompanied’ means that the owner or custodian must be able to see or hear, or 
both, or have reasonable knowledge of where the dog is hunting, herding, or training. 
Nothing herein shall mean that the dog must be within sight at all times. In this section, 
‘at large’ means off the premises of the owner or keeper and not under control of any 
person by means of personal presence and attention as will reasonably control the 
conduct of such dog, unless accompanied by the owner or custodian.” 


All complaints related to animals must be submitted in writing, signed and dated, to 
the Board of Selectpersons. Upon submission of such complaint, the Board will contact 
the animal control officer as required.
